edial order.” The relief, therefore, 
which Manitoba is required to give is 
the relief demanded by the order of 
21st March last; and means a full res- 
toration of separate schools as they ex- 
isted prior to 1890. Manitoba has 
already refused that relief, and it is 
not doubted anywhere that she will 
continue to refuse it. Foster's. promise 
means simply that the government will 
grant relief in January next, in plaice 
of grantingit now. “It ignores the 
opinion expressed almost unanimously 
by all of Canada west of Quebec, that 
such relief is impolitic. It pledges the 
government to the side of the French 
Catholics against the best interests of 
our nxtional existence. Then what 
are the, French Ministers kicking 
about? When the matter is sifted 
down it is seen that from their stand- 
point, they are making a perfectly 
consistent kick. They believe the 
minority 18 entitled to remedy. The 
government professes to believe it, 
too. They know Manitoba will not 
grant it as demanded. If they 
are entitled to it, why should 
they not have it now? Why wait 
until next January? If the govern 
ment is sincere in their belief that 
remedy should be granted, they should 
in justice grant it now. 

The bolt of the French Ministers 
further proves that the members of 
the government have no confidence in 
each other. The promise is detinite, 
but the colleagues of the majority — re- 
fuse to accept it. They say 1t would 
not be carried ovt. They think that 
Bowel! will resign after the present 
session, and that his successor would 
refuse to be hound by the promise to 
hold another session. Such Cabinet 
confusion unveiled and laid open to 
public comment, is not paralleled in 
modern history. By continuing in 
office this week the Canadian govern- 
ment have violated every tradition of 
responsible government and have trnil- 
ed the honor of Parliament in the dust. 


Press despatches to Winnipeg yes 
terday morning indicated that the 
tension of the strain in the govern 
ment was becoming more intense 
Ouimet demands that a remedial 
measure be introduced at this session 
and recd a first time. If that is not 
done he gives this alternative: If in 
the government, statement all reference 
to Manitoba be struck out, he will 
return to the Cabinet.

HE MUNICIPAL ESTIMATES 


BROUGRT DOWN AT SPECIAL 
COUNCIL MEETING. 
Economy is the Watchword, 
and Well it Might Be, Witha 
20 mills Rate for Bare Neces- 
sities—Question of Church 

Exemption. 


The council met in special session on 
Wednesday night and again resolved 
into Court of Revision to resnme con- 
sideration of appeal against valaation 
of E. A. Baker & Co.’s grain elevator, 
when it was decided to reduce the sum 
named by the assessor by 3100.00. 
Total reductions allowed by the Court 
equalled 849000. The point was 
raised that theassesscr had followed 
the custom of former years in classing 
church property as exempt from tax- 
ation, in violation of the provisions of 
the Municipal Ordinance of 1894, under 
which such property may be exempted 
only by by-law of the council. 
aggregate church property in Moose 
Jaw is valued at $9,425 and that sum 
was accordingly added to the trxable 
roll, after which the roll was finally 
passed, confirmed and certitied to by 
the clerk. A further point was raised 
hy Coun. Feld, viz., that as the church 
managers had been given no oppor- 
tunity to appeal against the assessment 
they unght successfully object to the 
collection from them of taxes ; but as 
the whole council apparently favored 


the suggestion that such taxes, if . 


collected, should be refnnded to the 
churches, no difficulty is apprehended 
on that score. 

Mayor Bogue next submitted a draft 
of estimates for next year, and suggest- 
ed that the year should be dated from 
Ist Octoher next, at which time the 
new Ordinance provides for commence- 
ment of collection of taxes. The esti- 
mates were considered in committee 
and amended in some particulars. As 
finally adopted, they make the follow- 
ing table :

ly mixed. Mix not more than enough for 


one feed of this at a time and give them 
only what they will eat readily and quick- 
ly. Feed stale bread soaked in miik, 
either whole, akimmed, or butter-milk after 
the milk bas been equeezed out by hand. 
Onlv one feed of this should be prepared at 
a time, as it will sour if left to stand any 


length of time. Millet seed scattered in

Disinfection After Scarlet Fever. 
Experiments by Dr, William Gibson o 
Campbeitown, Scotland, in disinfecting 
scarlet fever patients so asto free them 
from contagion before the process of des- 
quamation is completed, have resulted 
successfully, according to The Piiledelphia 
Ledger. His method was to give a success, 
ion of three or four comfortably warm baths 
sometimes daily,at other times on alternate 
days, using freely carbolic acid soap, and 
washing the patient thoroughly from top to 
toe. After each bath, except the last, 
the patient was put back to the bed on which 
he had lain with the disease. After the 
_ Tast bath he was taken into a clean room, 
dressed with clothes free from infection, 
and then allowed to mingle with the rest 
of the family. In most cases the body was 
anointed daily with olive oil mixed with 
soine disinfectant. Patiente with euch com- 
plications as otitis or ulcerated or suppurat- 
ing throat were not subjected to the process, 
No complications followed the cleansing 
process in any case, but corvalescence 
ecemed to be rather hastened than retarded.

Medicine Hat’s Assemblyman, Mr. Fearon, 
hasievidently a proper appreciation of the 
danger to this country of allowing the 
spread of prairie tires, According to The 
News,-a portion of the district grant was 
devoted to ploughing one hu::dred miles of 
fire guards.

_A Feat in Railway Engineering. 


‘The Glasgow Herald records a feat which 
is believed to be unparalleled in the history 
of railway engineering. The North British 
Railway line, which terminates at present 
at Clyde bank, is being extended to join 
the main line at Dalmvir. The extension 
passee under the main line a short distance 
to the east of Dalmuir Station, and on Sun- 
day, within the short epace of twenty hours 
the embankment was cut through, a con

Windbreaks and How to Make 
| Them. 


Almost every country home needs a 
windbreak of trees, the exceptions being 
where hills check the air currents, or 
hatural grove can be utilized for the pur- 
pose. In regions of low temperature, place 
it on the cold side of the house. In mild 


latitudes place it eo as to shield the prem- 
ises from the most prevaient and danger- 
ous winds. Do not set the trees too close 
to the dwelling, or the quarters of the 
live stock. If less than 100 te 300 ft 
distant, the air is close and damp with poor 
ventilation, which tends to develop dis- 
ease. On thisaccount the minimum namber 
which will afford protection is better than 
@ large grove. The space between the 
trees and the buildings can be utilized for 
@ lawn, garden, or for email fruite, avoiding 
thick setting. Adm? plenty of sunlight. 
It is a vitalizer of most animal and vege- 
table lite. Better have no windbreak than 
one too closely set. If you have no tree 
shelter, start one thia spring. [he form, 
size and distance from buildings must be 
governed by circumstances. A single row 
of thickly growing evergreens—white pine, 
Norway spruce, or red cedar—15 ft. apart 
will scflice. Limbs will then grow close 
to the ground, while if more than one row 


is used, thé trees will prune themselves, 


as in a forest, and in time destroy the 


efficiency of the windbreak. Deciduoue 


trees of almost any quick-growing, hardy 
variety will answer, but require more lard.

able for timber with others at planting 
time. The accompanying illustrations 
(Figs 1 to 5) show some of the most 
desirable forms for the wiudbreak, which 
wili furnish sufficient variety. If the land 
is on the east or south side of the road, the 
buildings must be placed a considerable 
distance from the highway, unless space 
for pianting the trees can be obtained trom 
the farm just across the road. A long 
rope attached to a stake is helpful in laying 
out the crescent. If rapid growth is 
expected, cultivate the soil deeply and 
thoroughly enrich it betore planting the 
small trees or Plant in rows and 
cultivate much as you would corn. Protect 
from injury by live stock and teams by 
proper fencing. Any eensible man or 
woman, by his or her own labor, can soon 
produce a good windbreak without any 
outlay unless it be for the young trees or 
seeds. Within a few years it will add 
several times its cost to the selling value 
of the farm, besides being a comfort and 
a satisfaction. 

Clamps of deciduous trees and evergreens 
can often be so located as to afford 
shelter foe stock, protect some crop, 
furnish fuel, and lumber, beautify the 
landscape, and utilize rough laod. 


Dairy Barn Ventilation. 


While it is safe to say that there ie a 
great deal of neediess and unwarranted 
aiarm concerning tuberculosis in dairy 
stock, it is not improbable that inefficient 
ventilation of farm barns is reeponsibie for 
a large part of the disease that does exist. 
It is a matter of common observation that 
the herds most seriously affected have 
aimost invariably been subjected to close 
confinement in unsuitable quarters.

NOT HALF AS BLACK AS THEY HAVE 
BEEN PAINTED. 


The Commission's Repert Wiil Prove 
Sad Reading to Those Fond of Didating 
Upen the Awful Mavages of the Bris — 
Evil Efcets ef Opium Mave Been Greist. 
ly Exaggerated. 


The report of the Royal commission on 
the use of opium, presented to the Britis 
Parliament last week, will much astoniss 
many people, but it must be accepted as the 
decisive verdict of truth and science upon 
this vexed subject. The enquiry was coa- 
ducted on a very great wcaie and the deci- 
sion was practically unanimous, Over 720 
Witnesses were examined, inoluding 152 
called at the desire of the anti-Opium 
society. Every care was taken to obtain 
representative testimony and the commis- 


sion record their conviction that the evi- 
dence forms trustworthy ground for the 
conclusions reached. Upon this crucial 
issue, whether the use of opium, as hali- 
tually practiced in India, 18 oF ie not in- 
jurious, the commissioners religd to a great 
degree onthe statements of 161 medical 
witnesses, The evuience of the doctors 
in the service of the Government was 
shaper. unanimous. It is corroborated 
y Other medical men in private practice 
and by some medical missionaries. The 
medical witnesees wio advocated prohini- 
tion were few; all of them were mor 
opposed to the use of alcohol than to thu 
of opium.

temperate use of opium in India shou! i be 
viewed in the same light as the temperate 
use of alcohol 1a England.

yow THE CHIEF INDUSTRY OF 
THIS COUNTRY HAS DE- 
VELOPED. 


The *rovineial Areas—Forest Fires May | 
ve Expected Soon on the Upper Ottawa 
—May and August the Time—Reference 
to the Pleneers ef the Trade in Ot 
tawa. 

Hon. J. K. Ward delivered a lecture in 
Montreal the other evening on ‘‘ The Tim- 
ber of Canada.” In the course of his remark 
he aaid : 

The figures as to area and quantities are 
approximate, as I ccnsider it extremely 
difficult to estimate the quantity of good | 
timber on such a vast territory as Canada, 
I have never seen two-lumbermen agree as 
to what a single limit of 50 miles contains. 
In my experience of 50 years I have known 
men who could find nothing on @ limit 
worth going after, while others have work. 
ed snd done well on the same territory. 
There are about 6,000 sawmills in the 
Dominion, employing during the eeason, of 
ay, 150 days, not less than 15,000 men in 
and around the miils, sawing, piling, ship- 
ping, etc. In the woods, during winter, 
vetting out the logs, and timber, and river 
iriving, there are about the same number. 
Six thousand milla, averaging 400,000 per 
-eason, makes up the apparent output of 

i the milla. This quantity is sawed in a 
sie day by some of the larger mills, while 


any of the smaller mills do not turn out 
2 0,000 in the season. The difference in the 
apparent output of the mills—that is 2,509 
miilion—and that returned as cut on public 
jands ia made up as taken off private lands 
and the Crown Lands of Nova Scotia, of 
wtich we have no returns. 

The area under license in the different 
provinces is about 100,000 aq. miles, yield- 
ing snuually—1893—about 2,500 million 
feet b.m., of sawed lumber, pine and spruce 
principally, and hewn timber divided as 
follows among the different provinces: 

Ontario—7, 140,000 logs, producing 728,- 
000,000 feet b. m. principally pine; 40,000 
pieces red and white pine, 42,000,000 feet 
b. m.; 133,000 pieces boom timber, 2,600,- 
000 feet b. m.; average size of pine and 
spruce logs. 90 feet; ordinary revenue, 
$939,000,000; ex. bonus, $958,000.00; arta 
under license, 21,500 miles; area unoccupied, 
17,000 miles.

four months. He. would also suggest the 
division of the timber lands into districta, 
each under the guardianship of apoliceman 
resident within it. Inmy thirty years of 
experience I have come tothe conclusion 
that most of the bush fires has been the 
work of fishermen and hunters, who not 
only destroyed valuable timber, the pro- 
perty of the public, but also the shanty 
and material of the lumbermen. In view 
of this being the case, I would suggest that 
the government, who is most interested in 
the preservation of foresta, employ as many 
men as are thought necessary in each agen- 
cy, to look atter and;trace the origin of 

res onthe public domain, giving them 
the power to take evidence, so asto bring 
to punishment who either wantonly or 
cobuleatls set fire to or cause the destruc. 
tion of auch valuable property. I would 
also suggest thac no lands unfit for settle- 
ment should be offered for sale; from what 
I have seen in my travels on the rivers 
running into the St. Lawrence and Ottawa 
from the north, @ very large proportion of 
such territory is of this character. 


The Ontario Government has recently 
attempted to enforce strict precautions 
against fire, and it has also appropriated as 
a previncial park an enormous reserve near 
Lake Nipissing, thirteen hundred square 
miles, of which nine hundred are pine 
timber, situated on one of the chief na‘ural 
watersheds of the province. Buta great 
deal more than this is necessary if the 
Canadian pine forest are not soon to dis- 
appear like the tracts of Maine. We -can- 
bot urge too strongly on the Government 
to set apart ali lands not suitable for mvk- 
ing a decent home for the settler. Much of 
the land that they are tempted to go on 
is not worth the trouble of clearing ; it is 
only the presence of the lumberman, in 
many cases, that enables him to exist,

spectral black horse with flames issuing 
from ite mouth; or at other times driving 
from thedoor likea whirlwind down the 
steep declivity of the West Kow, in a speo- 
tral coach drawn by six black horses. 

Tenants were offered the house for noth- 
ing ; but no one could be found bold 
enough to o¢cupy it, till at last a dissipat- 
ed old army pensioner named Pitillo and 
his wife agreed to risk it, and entered the 
premises fora vight. They kindled a fire 
and retired to reat; but the report states 
that hardly had they lain down when 
strange sounds to fall on their 
ears,‘and by the waning light of the fire 
they discerned a beast like a black calf 
come into the room. This animal placed 
ite two fore-lege on the front of the bed,and 
for a few ninutes stood steadfastly regard- 
ing the affrighted couple, after which it 
slowly disappeared, and for the rest of the 
night the new tenants of the haunted house 
were not disturbed by any abnormal noises 
or appearances.

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A GROWING INDUSTRY 


Wethodical Dairying Now a Prime 
Factor in North-West Busi- 
ness Life. 


Mr. Christian Marker, superintend- 
ent of the Moose Jaw Dairy Station, 
returned on Sunday from the west, 
having visited the several creameries 
in Alberta. The western creameries 
are all operated by private enterprise, 
and Mr. Marker visited them as an of- 
ticer under the Dominion Dairy Com- 
missioner, to give the promoters and 
mnaunagers pointers from his store of 
experience and practical knowledge. 

* How did you find’ things?’ was 
a question put to him by a Times 
reporter. 

“Oh, very satisfactory upon the 
whole,” Mr. Marker replied. — ** Some 
of the creameries in Alberta had been 
built and operated last year and the 
management had not been all that 
could be desired, but this season the 
fanits are being rectified, and TI think 
the result of the year’s work will be 
gratifying. The one at Calgary is 
splendidly equipped, and as feeders for 
it there are five skimming — stations 
at points in the surrounding country. 
These stations are supplied with separ- 
ators and milk vats ;—the skimming 
stations are really sections of the 
creamery, only separated by 10° or 
perhaps 20 miles from the main part 
of the institution,” 

‘“‘ The first creamery I visited,” con- 
tinued Mr, Marker, “ was at Dewdney. 
In connection with: that one there 1s 
one skinsming station. Next I in 
spected the large one at Calgary, and 
frow there I went north to Olds, Swan 
Lake, Red Deer, Innisfail and Edmon- 
ton. The creamery at Olds had not 
heen opened when I was there. The 
one at Inmisfail had been operated last 
year, and skimming stations have been 
established in connection with it.” 

In reply to a query as to his im 
pressions of Alberta, Mr Marker said 
that the country undoubtedly possesses 
every condition favorable to prosecution 
of the dairying industry —aburdance 
of tine grass and good water, and lots 
of the right kind of weather. He 
stated that the aggregate output of 
the creameries in Alberta is now about 
10,000 ibs of butter per week, which 
quantity wil] be exceeded before the 
end of the season, 

Mr. Marker will remain at Moose 
Jaw for the rest of the season. On 
Monday Mr. Moorhouse, accompanied 
by Charlie Roberts who had been em- 
ployed at the loca) station, left for 
Prince Albert to open a new creamery 
there. Mr. Moorhouse will be on the 
exhibition grounds at Regina duiing 
the week of the Territorial Fair to give 
practical lessons and lectures on butter- 
making: 

The output of the Moose Jaw 
station has been gradually increasing. 
This week it has very nearly reached, 
and next week it is expected to fully 
reach 500 tbs per day, or a ton 
and a half per week, which represents 
the product of 1,200 gallons of milk 
per day. The greater part of the sup- 
py comes in in th: shape of cream, being 
separated by the patrons themselves. 
Caron, Parkbeg and Claplin stations 
are sending a large and constantly in- 
creasing supply. The fi:st advance 
payment to the patrons was made a 
couple of weeks ago and represented 
ahout 12) cents per Ib of the output. 
No sales ot this season’s preduct have 
yet heen made. The butter is being 
put into cotd storage. — It safe to 
say that $12,000 worth of butter will 
he imade xt the Moose Jaw dairy

Such unlawful taking of 
the ties prevents their inspection by 
the Road Master as the Company’s re- 
1 gulations require, and it will, if over- 

looked, not unnaturally lead to other 

and more serious acts of theft of the 

Company’s property. They therefore 

have resolved that such acts cannot be 


permitted.
